1. Will we be able to visit the museum during 
construction? 

The museum will remain open during construction, 
although the scope of art on view may be limited. 

2. What will the new museum cost? 

Construction will cost $225 million. 

3. Hew will the museum pay for the new 
building? 

The majority of funds will come from private 
individuals, foundations, and corporations. Some 
public funds are being sought. The museum is in the 
quiet phase of a fundraising campaign for the new 
building, as well as endowment for future building 
maintenance, educational programs, and operating 
funds.

4. Hew will 1916 Building or the Breuer 
Building be affected? 

The original 1916 Building and Marcel Brener's 1971 
wing will together be the foundation of a new, 
expanded, and more coherent gallery layout for 
visitors. The museum will expand both east and west, 
restoring its symmetry and providing spectacular 
views of Rockefeller Park, Wade Park, and Wade 
Oval. The entire Breuer Building will be rededicated 
to education. 


5. What spaces will enhance the visitor's 
experience in the new museum? 

The new museum will be easier to navigate and will 
include: 

♦ Expanded galleries in which works of art are 
displayed in a more visually pleasing marmer, 
allowing for enhanced interpretation throughout 
the collection. 


♦ A 38,000-square-foot Great Court, Cleveland's 
newest town square for, year-round events, public 
programs, visitor information, and an intimate area 
for quief confemplafion.

♦ Expanded educafion spaces 
— classrooms, larger Teacher 
Resource Cenfer, distance 
learning studio — including a 
12,000-square-foot Lifelong 
Learning Center where visitors 
ages 3 to 103 can learn about the 
museum and its collection. 


♦ A restaurant with outdoor dining, facing west, 
overlooking Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard and 
Rockefeller Park. 

♦ An expanded library enhanced by state-of-the-art 
technology and a public reading room. 

♦ New underground parking with easy covered 
access to the museum's new entrance.

6. What will be the role of technology in the 
new building? 

The building will embrace a wide range of state-of- 
the-art technologies, including high-speed wireless 
networking, electronic signage where appropriate, 
interactive displays and special interpretation areas to 
help visitors appreciate the art they encounter, 
excellent sound systems in the auditoriums, and 
superb new distance learning studios. In addition, a 
new Virtual Reality /Immersion Theater and 
Advanced Distance Learning Center — the first 

initiative of its kind by any art 
museum in the country — will let 
visitors experience art, art 
education, and places where art 
comes from in an exciting, 
irmovative and wondrously 
effective marmer. Just the right 
preparation for the most 
important experience of all: 
seeing the real works of art. 

7. Will the entire collection be on display in the 
new building? 

Our goal for the new museum is to show as much of 
our permanent collection in the best way possible. 

8. What will happen to the collection during 
construction? 

The museum is exploring a number of options 
including loans of works of art to other museums in 
the U. S. and abroad. 

9. What about simply refurbishing the existing 
building? 

Refurbishing fhe existing buildings, estimafed af $145 
million, would nof resolve fhe museum's critical need 
for addifional space. 

10. Will there still be an Armor Court? 

Yes, the armor court is one of our most unique and 
recognizable assets. 

1 1. Will there still be an Interior Garden 
Court? 

Yes. In addition, a new Great Court will provide more 
room for year-round events and programs.
